Our visiting Magistrate appears to ba stea- 
dily finding his way to the confidence of the 
people of this district. A fair amount of 
satisfaebiou results from the Bench decisions 
on the various cases presented for adjudica- 
tion from time to time. No Magistrate who 
does his duty with justice to all parties con- 
cerned can ever be universally popular : it is 
not, in the nature of things, to be expected, 
or even desired. If one party gain, another 
must lose ; and, as in all other g-tmes of 
chance, the losing party in law is very apt to 
think tliat some swerve of right, or some 
sleight of hand, lias had something to do in 
placing him on the wrong side. Even Solo- 
mon’s judgment had not the merit of univer- 
sal popularity. Both mothers would have 
been equally satisfied with the division of 
the dead child, hut when the living child was 
held up and the sword unsheathed, the true 
mother dashed forward to protest, and judg- 
ment went in her favour ; and the feigned 
mother left the court to raise a party and rai 1 
against tlie king. It is gratifying, then, to 
remark that Mr Simpson has the credit among 
all classes of carrying his judicial ruling of 
the most complicated cases to such conclusions 
as result in general satisfaction to the com- 
munity. A noticeable case in support of this 
is the one which came before the Warden’s 
Court last Thursday from Quartz Reef Point. 
The persons to the suit were M'Donakl and 
party, Moon and party, and Campbell and 
party. Water is the one thing needful there 
as it is everywhere else ; and just now scarcity 
has added preciousuess to every drop. While 
the supply was equ.al to the demand, no one 
of the companies thought of raising the ques- 
tion of legal ownership to a few heads that 
reached the Point, and were used by one of 
the parties. It rmy be mentioned, also, that 
the proprietorship of the water in question 
had changed hands many times, so that those' 
using it as ivell as thn.se missing it were in 
doubt as to which company possessed thel 
legal claim. Thus confused and complicated, 
tlie question was presented to the district 
Magistrate tor adjudication last Thni'sd.ay ; 
and after hearing evidence on all sides, a fiii.al 
settlement was come to which has set the 
vexed question at rest, to the complete satis- 
faction of the three parties, — and what is 
more, of all the persons composing them. All 
decisions cannot in the nature of things be 
equ.illy successful ; but so long as p,atiencc 
and fair-mindedness rule in our courts, the 
decisions thence derived will always inspire 
confidence in a British community.

It is remarked that correspoiidenta inva- 
riably lead off with the weather ; and as it 
is just now the all-absorbing topic here, I ace 
no reason why I should depart from the rule, 
lire intense drought still euntinues, and has 
at last brought all mining in this quarter to 
a dead stop ; there is scarcely sufficient water 
in any of the ordinary ch.inncls for domestio 
purposes even ; at the township of Wake- 
Held, the inhabitants sre compelled to carry 
it half-a-tnil© for household use. In conse- 
quence of tins failure of our only wealth-pro- 
diioiiig power, business, as may be naturally 
expected, exists only in name ; everybody is 
idle, and no money is being earned or spent.
